These 
naturally place their funds where the 
prespects for. fair returns are reason- 
ably assured. They will put their money 
into railroads, therefore, only when the 
investment returns in railroad proper- 
ties are as good and as well secured as 
in other enterprises. 

“This competition of outside securi- 
ties is an element in the cost of capital 
to the railroads. It must be met suc- 
cessfully if transportation systems are 
to continue developing and expanding.”’

CUTS OFF MANY TRAINS. 


118 Discontinued on Pennsylvania 
Road’s Eastern Lines Alone. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 1.—In pur- 
surance of the retrenchment plans an- 
nounced last week the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to-day annulled a total of 118 
trains on the lines east of Pittsburgh 
and Erie and a large number on the 
Western lines. The 118 trains discon- 
tinued on the Eastern lines include the 
62 named specifically in the original 
announcement and others operated in 
connection with them. 

The reduction effected on the East- 
ern lines cuts down the movement of 
passenger trains the equivalent of 
2,040,000 train’ miles per year, while the 
saving on the Western lines will be at 
the rate of 2,100,000 train miles per 
year, a total curtailment, for the entire 
system, corresponding, in the course of 
a year, to the operation of one train 
a distanee of 4,140,000 miles. 

The money saving on the Kastern lines 
will run close to $2,000,000 per year, 
should the curtailment be in force that 
long.

Will Succeed Gen. Wood, Who 
Is to Command the De- 
partment of the East, 


PROMOTION FOR GEN. SCOTT 


He WIIl Be the Twelfth Officer 
Pushed Ahead of Gen. 
ston, Aguinaldo’s Captor.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—President 
Wilson has selected Major Gen. W. W. 
Wotherspoon, now Assistant Chief of 
Staff, to succeed Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood as Chief of Staff of the United 


States Army. Gen. Wood will retire 
from that office on April 22, on the ex- 
iration of his tour of four years at the 
ead of the army. He will be assigned 
to command of the astern Military De- 
partment, with headquarters at Gov- 
ernors Island, N. ¥, 
Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, now com- 
manding the Secong Cavalry brigade, 
with headquarters at Fort Bliss, El 
Paso, Texas, has been selected by the 
President to be Assistant Chief of Staff, 
Succeeding Gen. Wotherspoon. There is 
also connected with the announcement 
the implied intention of the President to 
nominate Gen. Scott to be a Major 
General on the retirement of Major 
Gen. Wotherspoon Nov. 16 this year. 

The selection of Gen. Wotnerspoon to 
be Chief of Staff was decided on sev- 
eral months ago, and was reported in 
these dispatches at the time, together 
with the fact that Gen. Seott was to be 
advanced to be Assistant Chief of Staff 
preparatory to promotion to be Major 
General, Gen. Scott has seen long serv- 
ice in the cavalry arm, and was for four 
years Superintendent of the Military 
Academy at West Point. Hig brother is 
a professor at Princeton and one of 
President Wilson’s most intimate and 
trusted friends. Gen. Scott was pro- 
moted from the grade of Colonel to be a 
Brigadier on March 13 last year, being 
the first officer to receive promotion at 
the hands of President Wilson. 

The significance of the selection of 
Gen. Scott to be Assistant Chief of 
Staff is appreciated in the Senate, 
where a hard fight will be made by the 
friends of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston 
to prevent the confirmation of Gen. 
Scott as a Major General, Gen. Fun- 
ston’s friends two years ago blocked 
for three months the confirmation of 
Gen. Wotherspoon to be a Major Gen- 
eral and several other military nomina- 
tions because Wotherspoon was 
“jumped” over Funston. 

No opposition will be offered now to 
making Gen. Wotherspoon Chief of 
Staff, He is one of the best adminis- 
trative officers in the army, and on 
account of his ability in this capacity 
he has been retained for ten years in 
Washington with the exception of two 
months while he was in command of 
the Department of the Gulf. 

Gen. Funston has been a Brigadier 
General since April 1, 1901, when Presi- 
dent McKinley nominated him to this 
rank in recognition of his distinguished 
services in effecting the capture of 
Emilio Aguinaldo, the commander in 
chief of the insurrectionists in the 
Philippine Islands. Since the retirement 
of Gen. Jacob H. Smith July 16, 1902, 
Gen. Funston has been the senior Brig- 


| adier General, and eleven officers have 


been promoted over him. He himself 
has never uttered a word of protest. 
Gen, Funston is not a West Pointer. 

It is understnod that Gen. Scott is 
slated to be Chfef of Staff to succeed 
Gen. Wotherspoon, and Brig. Gen. Tas- 
ker H. Bliss, who was recommended 
by Secretary Stimson to President Taft 
for nomination as a Major General two 
years ago, but had Gen. Wotherspoon’s 
name substituted for his by Mr. Taft, 
will in all probability not become Chief 
of Staff as he will retire for age while 
Gen. Scott is Chief of Staff. 


MORSE ANTS A PROBLEM. 


Agricultural Department Considers 
Their Ways, but Is Puzzled. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Mrs. Charles 
W. Morse’s colony of European brown 
meadow ants, seized by Treasury De- 
partment inspectors in New York last 
week, came to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment to-day, and officials there are 
wondering now what to do with them. 

Dr. L. O. Howard, Chief of the 
Bureau of Entomology, believes the 
ants to be dangerous to farm products, 
and wants to destroy them, but is 
uncertain as to their status. 

The law says that animals and insects 
‘notoriously ’’ dangerous must not be 
imported into the United States. Law 
officers of the Treasury Department 
are uncertain whether these ants are 
‘notoriously "" dangerous, and_ there- 
fore are doubtful whether Dr. Howard 
ean destroy them. Mrs. Morse is in- 
sisting upon their return. The ants, 
housed in a glass-covered case, were 
| bought abroad by Mrs. Morse as 
| curiosities.

MAY PUSH BUTTER SUIT. 


Government Will Make No Compro- 
mise with the Elgin Board. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Unless the 
Elgin Board of Trade accedes promptly 
to demands made by the Department of 
Justice, it ig probable that the attempt 
to settle the anti-trust suit against 
that organization, which practically 
dictates butter prices for the country, 
will prove unavailing, and that the 
Governemnt will push the case to a 
conclusion in court. 

Word has been recelved here from 
United States District Attorney Wil- 
kerson in Chicago, in charge of the ne- 
gotiations with the Elgin Board, that 
{t has agreed to certain demands which 
the department made, but has refused 
to accept others, It had been the 
belief that an agreement would be 
reached, that the case would be discon- 
tinued, and a decree granting the de- 
mands made in the Government's orig- 
inal complaint _would be entered in the 
United States District Court in Chicago. 

It was the understanding here to-night 
that Mr. Wilkerson had been notified 
that the department would agree to 
nothing less than the demand of the 
bill, and it seemed probable that the 
negotiations would be dropped.

Lively Battle Expected When the 
House Takes Up Questian. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The problem 
of Congressional mileage, which has 
agitated the House of Representatives 
on several occasions, will be taken up 
again in an effort to wipe out the al- 
lowance of 20 cents a mile to every 
Senator and Representative for travel- 
ing expenses to and from Washington. | 
The prospects are that there will be 
a battle royal between the ‘“ mileage 
reformers’? and the “antis.” It has 
been precipitated by the action of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, 
under the Chairmanship of Representa+ 
tive Fitzgerald of New York, in al- 
lowing only $113,000 for Congressional 
mileage for the fiscal year 1915. 

The mileage allowance for the current 

year is $226,000. Besides cutting down 
the amount recommended, the Appro- 
priations Committee inserted in the 
Legislative Appropriation bill report to- 
day, a provision that hereafter, in lieu 
of mileage, each Senator, Representa- 
tive, Delegate and-resident Commissioner 
should be entitled to only the actual 
traveling expenses actually incurred in 
coming to and going from Washington 
once during each_ session. 
The Legislative bill will be called up 
for consideration to-morrow and the 
mileage reform is one of the first itenis 
in the bill.

Baseball friends of President John K. 
Tener of the National League yester- 
day dehied that he had any financial in- 
terest in the disposition of the Chicago 
Club, an inference which is snid to havé 
been prompted by Charles W. Murphy 
of Chicago, the late owner of the Cubs, 
It is stated by MYrphy’s friends in Chi- 
cago that Gov. Tener is engineering the 
sale of the club so that it can be placed 
in the hands of men with whom Tener 
will have a financial interest. 

When the Philadelphia Club was lost 
to Horace Fogel and was taken over by 
William F. Baker and the late William 
Loake, Gov. Téner took a prominent 
part in the transaction, and it was said 
at that time that the Governor had a 
financial interest in the Phillies. It was 
later showi that this story was without 
foundation and that Gov. Tener’s in- 
terest in the matter was only for the 
welfare of baseball. He aided Baker 
in the transaction, and it was Baker 
who first approached the Governor to 
become President of the National 
League. Roy Reeves, Gov. Tener'’s sec- 
retary, denied absolutely yesterday that 
Gov. Tener ever had any financial in- 
terest in the Philadelphia Club. 

Tt is true that Gov. Tener made all 
the arrangements with Charles P. Taft 
of Cincinnati for the disposition of his 
stock, When Taft turned down the 
Connery offer of $750,000 for 90 per 
cent, of the stock, Gov, Tener made an 
offer on his own behalf of $800,000 and 
is now awaiting Taft’S decision on the 
offer. 

In making the $800,000 offer, Gov. 
Tener acted as President of the Na- 
tional League and not as an individual. 
it is known that at the last meeting of 
the League here, all the club owners 
were unanimous for placing the matter 
entirely in Gov. Tener’s hands to dis- 
pose of the club as he saw fit.

Waddell’s inability to keep 
tion discouraged most other 
was indirectly responsible for his 
tuberculosis, which caused | 
his death. There was no better pitcher 
than he when he was in form, but he, 
as well aS managers and club owners, 
was aware of his own inability to re- 
sist temptation.

This Shrinking Woman Tells of

To the Editor uf The New York Times: 
Having read the plea of a stenographer 
in ‘a recent issue of THe Times, I 
should like to corroborate and em- 
phasize a few of her statements.

AMERICA’S GRAPHIC ARTS. 


Suggestion That Printing Trades 
' Exhibit Be Sent to Leipsic. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As you probably know, there will be 
a National Exhibition of Printing and 
Allied Trades at the Grand Central Pal- 
ace in connection with the annual meet- 
ing of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association. A German paper 
suggested recently that this exhib!f- 
tion should be sent as a unit to 
the International Exhibition of Graphic 
Arts and Book Industries, which will 
take place in Germany this Summer. 

As your paper has very urgently «d- 
vocated that the American Government 
support those who were striving for a 
representative exhivit at Leipsic, I hope 
that you, now that the Government 
absolutely failed to take any decisive 
step one way or the other, will urge 
that by private subscription an amount 
should be raised to enable at least the 
newly founded American Institute of 
Graphic Arts to compile a small exhibit 
which could be sent to the other side. 
If this were done—and the meeting of 
the American Newspaper Publishers 
presents an excellent opportunity to 
raise the necessary funds—it seems to 
me that some of those manufacturers 
who will now exhibit at the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace will see the immense market 
offered to them at Leipsic. They may 
then perhaps decide to authorize the 
able manager of this National Exhibl- 
tion to join hands, if possible, with the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts, and 
go abroad as their representative, to 
arrange the display there, thus bringing 
the American graphic arts and induse 
tries where all other nations will meet 
this Summer. The manufacturers would, 
of course, pay for the space they need, 
and thus would help defray the general 
expenses which would have to be in- 
curred if not only the industries but 
the American graphic arts are to he 
represented at this international fair. 

That the authorities in Germany will 
see to it that in spite of the late de. 
cision everything will be made as agree- 
able as possible for your countrymen 
is needless to add.

Cause its defenders were men,” contin- 
ved Mrs. Gilman, “Tts glories are 
masculine. Through long association 
throughout the centuries the pain of war 
has become associated with the pleasure 
of love, to which it was usually a pre- 
liminary. For uncounted ages struggle 
and pain were the accompaniment of 
masculine desire. That accounts for the 
stern, rugged rapture of war to men. 
Yet war has been more harmful to the 
human race than to any other race of 
animals; for while animals merely fight 
to kill, man alone not only kills. but 
wipes out entire civilizations. More- 
over, the men who go to war are the 
fit. They leave the unfit, the old and 
weak and defective at home to breed 
the next generation. 

““Sex combat has no place in an eco- 
nomic system. There is no sex value in 
one grocer’s destroying another, though 
there may have been in one father's 
cestroying another. Who will say that 
the best business men are the type most 
fit for civilization—physically, socially, 
intellectually? . 

‘*Sex combat, as competition, intro- 
duced into business, has beena discordant 
jarring note all through our civiliza- 
tion. One reason ene the other half of 
humanity should be introduced into the 
business of the world is because they, 
the women, lack that instinct of sex 
combat have instead an instinct of

MRS. DORE LYON ON STAGE. 


Former Wealthy Clubwoman Is 
Singing at Palace as Mme. Dore. 


Under the name of Mme. Doré, Mrs. 
Doré Lyon, a former wealthy woman 
who was one of the founders of the 
Federation of Women's Clubs, is appear- 
ing at the Palace Theatre this week at 
the head of a vaudeville company which 
is presenting ‘‘ Great Moments from 
Grand Operas.”’ The management of 
the Palace announces that Mrs. Lyon 
is receiving $1,500 a week, but out of 
this amount she has to pay the fourteen 
members of her company. 

Mrs. Lyon, who once owned the Hotel 
St. Lorenz, went into bankruptcy in 
1910, when her fortune was swept away 
in Wall Street. At that time her debts

Her home was at 126 East Twen- 
ty-second Street. In 1894 her husband, 
| who was a well-known builder, failed for 
| $500,000. He died a few years later. Mr. 
Lyon's first wife was Kate Claxton, the 
actress. 

Before her marriage Mrs. 
Anna E. Parker of Esopus, 
she was not relatéd to Alton 
of the same place. Besides 
much of her time to women’s 
Mrs. Lyon at one time edited ‘* The 
Clubwoman,” and in 1903 wrote and 
published ‘‘ Prudence Pratt,’ a novel.

Needs Higher Rates, Peters Says. 


In his annual report to shareholders, 
issued yesterday, President Ralph Peters 
of the Long Island Railroad says the 
compahy is receiving from the Gov- 
ernment for carrying the mails only one- 
third as much pay as it should. For 
this and the next three years the in- 
come from mail carrying will be $8,000 
more a year than it was in 1918, but 
this, in his opinion, is not nearly enough 
to recompense the road for the addi- 


tional burdens of the parcel post, 

‘Every effort is being made, directly 
and through Congress and the Railway 
Mail Pay Committee,’’ President Peters 
says, ‘‘to induce the Post Office De- 
compensate the 
company for the service performed. No 
especial allowance has been made to 

ay for handling the parcel post, which 
1as greatly increased the weight of 
the mail and has also adversely af- 
fected the express traffic.’’ 

The company earned a gross income 
from rail operations in the year ended 
Dec. 81 of $12,204,737, an increase oVer 
1912 of $1,018,081. Net revenue from 
traffic was $3,357,574, a gain of $304,903, 
The road's income from auxiliary op- 
erations showed a decline of $549,573, 
largely because the express business last 
June was turned over to the Adams 
Express Company, and the revenue from 
this source was included in the account 
of earnings from railroad traffic direct. 
Increased costs of leases and hire of 
equipment and higher interest charges 
ate into profits so extensively that the 
company ended the ‘year with a net 
deficit of $977,084, an increase for the 
year of $695,295.
